Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 

31st  December  1925. 

This  year  a  "Survey  Report"  is  required  but  owing  to  your  smal 
area  -  320  acres  -  and  population  as  estimated  in  June  1925  of  1424, 
very  little  beyond  the  ordinary  report  is  to  be  said. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  dr*  and  the  number 


occupied  by  more  than  one  family  is  6^”,

Outdoor  occupations  employ  the  majority  of  your  inhabitants, 
and  the  general  health  has  been  good. 

During  the  year  ten  males  and  nine  females  have  died  with  the 
average  age  at  death  of  59*4  and  giving  a  death  rate  of  13 • 3  -  the 
average  for  England  and  hales  being  12.2. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  75  - 
one  infant  died  in  the  Borough  causing  the  rate  to  be  38.4. 

Ten  male  and  sixteen  female  children  were  born  and  all  of  them 


were,  legitimate  births ;  the  birth  rate  is  18.2  compared  with  13.3  foi

One  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  and  antitoxin  for  treatment 
was  supplied  by  the  Borough. 

Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  -  both  were  pulmonary, 
and  both  proved  fatal  as  set  out  above. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Hull  notified  two  children 
as  beinr'  small-pox  contacts  in  December.  The  parents  of  these 
children  wisely  consented  to  their  vaccination  when  advised  -  no  case 
of  small  pox  occurred  in  Hedon. 

Cases  of  small-pox  and  fevers  are  admitted  to  the  appropriate 
Hospital  in  Hull  by  arrangement  with  the  Hull  Corporation. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  -  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  -  other 
than  those  requiring  surgical  treatment  are  received  from  the  Borough 
into  The  Raywell  Sanatorium,  Cottingham.  Those  requiring  surgical 

treatment  have  to  go,  as  also  other  cases  of  urgency,  whether  medical 
or  surgical,  into  either  The  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull  or  The  Victoria 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Hull,  -  some  seven  miles  distant. 

Our  water  supply,  which  is  con-stant,  is  from  Hull,  and  is  of 
excellent  quality. 

The  quality  of  gas  from  an  illuminant  point  of  vi ew  leaves 
much  to  be  desired,  as  also  does  its  variable  pressures.  I  have 
reason  to  believe  also  that  there  may  be  gas  escapes  into  the  sewers 


from  defective  mains.
